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REMARKS 

Applicants have reviewed the Application in light of the Final Office Action dated 
October 7, 2009. Claims 23-44 are pending in this Application. Claims 23-25, 27-30, 35 and 
41_44 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103 and Claims 24-32, 34-40, and 44 stand objected 
to. Claims 25-32 and 34-40 have been amended. Claims 23, 24 and 41-44 have been 
cancelled without prejudice or disclaimer. Applicants respectfully request reconsideration 
and favorable action in this case. 

Claim Objections 

Applicants have amended Claims 25-32 and 34-40 to overcome the Examiner's 
informality objections and correct inadvertent typographical errors. Applicants respectfully 
request the objections to Claims 25-32 and 34-40 be withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicants appreciate the Examiner's indication that Claims 26, 31-34, and 36-40 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form to include all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. Claim 26 has been amended to include the elements 
of base Claim 23 and intervening Claim 24. Claim 31 has been amended to include the 
elements of base Claim 23 and intervening Claims 24, 27 and 28. Claim 36 has been 
amended to include the elements of base Claim 23 and intervening Claims 24 and 30. 
Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request allowance of independent Claims 26, 31, and 36 
and their respective dependent Claims. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 103 

Claims 23-25, 27-30, 32, 35, and 41-44 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Applicants' Admitted Prior Art (APA) in view of Great Britain 
Patent GB 2 350 984 by Winga Ho (Ho). Claims 23, 24 and 41-44 have been canceled, 
rendering the rejection to these claims moot. Given that Claims 25 and 27-30 depend from 
allowable Claim 26 and Claims 32 and 35 depend from allowable Claim 31, Applicants 
respectfully submit that Claims 25 and 27-30, 32 and 35 are allowable. Applicants 
respectfully request that the Examiner withdraw the rejections and allow Claims 25 and 27- 
30, 32 and 35.
